DXAC VOTING RESULTS (Summary). For those who have not read ARRL Special 
Bulletins No. 36 and 37, here is a summary. The DX Advisory Comittee 
(DXAC) has recommend the following additions to the DXCC Countries List: 


Croatia 9A (was YU2) effective date 06/26/91 
Slovenia S5 (was YU3) effective date 06/26/91 
Bosnia-Hercegovina YU4 effective date 10/15/91 
Macedonia YU5 effective date 09/08/91 


Note: Yugoslavia remains on the DXCC Countries List, being made up of 
the remaining republics and autonomous regions of Serbia (YU1), Montenegro 
(YU6), Vojvodina (YU7) and Kosovo (YU8). Also, these recommendations will 


now go to the ARRL Awards Committee for consideration. Please, "DO NOT 
SEND CARDS" to the DXCC Desk for these countries until they have been 
offically added to the list and a date for acceptance has been announced. 


The DXAC also voted not to pursue the following items: 

1. Changing the DXCC country status of former USSR Republics. 

2. Consideration of a DXCC rules revision to permit participation by 
stations located on board docked ships in ARRL Awards programs. 

3. A study of an advanced DXCC awards. 

4. Changing the DXCC status of 4U1VIC. 


These items have been removed from the DXAC agenda. No further action 
will be taken at this time.
